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£37.5m academy site 
is nearing completion

A MAJOR construction project to build a £37.5 
million school and leisure complex is due to 
be completed in time for the new school year. 

The Cambridgeshire County Council-led 
project including an early years building, 
a three-storey secondary school, a special 
school and a community leisure facility is ex¬ 
pected to be ready for September. 

The four-form entry secondary school, Lit- 
tleport Academy, will initially cater for 600 
pupils aged 11 to 16, with the potential to ac¬ 
commodate 750 pupils in the future. 

The special school on the same site will ca¬ 
ter for 110 pupils and includes a hydrothera¬ 
py pool for swimming therapy programmes. 

Both schools will open in time for the start 
of the academic year in September and pro¬ 
vide an excellent opportunity for pupils from 
the special school and secondary school to 
work together on the same campus. 

The early years school will cater for 52 
young children, and the two-storey sports 
centre will comprise a sports hall, a fitness 
suite, a multi-use hall and changing facilities. 

There will also be a social bar area available 
for use by the community. 

The project is supported by The Active 
Learning Trust, which provides leadership 
and support for schools through academy 



sponsorship. 

Builders Morgan Sindall are currently en¬ 
tering into the final stages of works. 

The site also has planning permission for 
the construction of the new, one form entry 
primary school, the demand for which is ex¬ 
pected by 2020. 

Bob Ensch, area director at Morgan Sindall, 
said: “We’re delighted to be advancing on 
this ambitious and important build that will 


meet the demand for school places in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“Our work here will leave a lasting legacy 
and, once complete, the education and lei¬ 
sure complex will act as a vibrant community 
hub. 

“We’re nearing the finish line on four of 
the five buildings in this world class develop¬ 
ment and we look forward to handing over 
the secondary school and special school in 


time for the academic year in 2017.” 

CEO of the Active Learning Trust Gary Peile 
said he is delighted with the progress being 
made and the whole Trust team can’t wait to 
provide an excellent education experience to 
the pupils in the two new schools - Littleport 
and East Cambridgeshire Academy (the sec¬ 
ondary provision) and Highfield Littleport 
Academy (the special school). 

Ahead of the opening, newly appointed 
headteacher of Littleport Academy, Scott 
Gaskins said his team, with the final appoint¬ 
ment of a maths teacher, were on target. 

He said: “I signed off the final drawings for 
the Academy meaning that the key fixtures 
and colours are all approved. 

“Also this week, we submitted our initial 
set-up list for science, DT and PE so we can 
be fully stocked and ready to go in Septem¬ 
ber. 

“I have started planning a staff induction 
and training event for June where I will work 
with the teaching team all day and finalise 
plans for the opening week.” 

The completion of the project marks a 
milestone of investment in the Littleport 
area, under East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s Growth Delivery Strategy, which 
aims to revitalise the town centre, improve 
job opportunities, and achieve high quality 
development that enhances the image of the 
town.

Around 3,000 lots were 
auctioned off throughout 
the day raising over £2 mil¬ 
lion, including steam en¬ 
gines, tractors, vintage vehi¬ 
cles, motorcycles, stationary 
engines and more. 

A team of six auction¬ 
eers who started the day at 
9.30am worked until 6pm, 
on a cycle of two-hour shifts.

Prize lots sold for record 
prices, with a tractor that has 
been owned by the same Ely 
family since 1935 going for

A MAN in Prickwillow is 
building his family a home... 
made of straw. 

Tim Hill, 65, who runs a 
silver smithing business, 
hopes to have the environ¬ 
mentally friendly, £400,000 
construction finished at the 
end of the year. 

The home, on Ely Road, 
Prickwillow, has been de¬ 
signed to meet passive house 
standards, a rigorous, volun¬ 
tary standard for energy ef¬ 
ficiency in a building, reduc¬ 
ing its ecological footprint. 

Tim installed the first lot 
of straw bales to construct 
the walls of the wood timber 
framed building this week. 

The three-bedroom home 
will utilise natural light and 
heat and will be insulated 
with wood fibre and natural 
materials. 

Its eco credentials also 
benefit from German de¬ 
signed ‘mechanical ventila¬ 
tion and heat recovery tech¬ 
nology’, to ensure an air tight 
house, pumping in fresh air 
and extracting warm air to 
retain 96 to 97 per cent of 
household heat. 

Tim, who is originally from 
London, said: “Prickwillow 
embraces unusual design 
for houses. There are other 
interesting and unusual 
buildings around, of diverse 
styles. 

“The principal of the pas¬ 
sive house maximises ‘solar 
gains’ with south large win¬ 
dows, smaller on the other 
side, so there’s less loss of

heat and concrete block 
walls to absorb heat and re¬ 
lease it to stabilise the tem¬ 
perature.” 

Tim and his wife originally 
sought planning permission 
from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council in 2012, but 


it took much longer than an¬ 
ticipated to finalise the de¬ 
signs. He said: “The farmer 
who we bought the plot from 
did bale the straw for us but 
it took a lot longer to build, 
so we had to source further 
straw from Lincolnshire.”

The English Democrats 
Stephen Goldspink has the 
longest odds (500/1), com¬ 
ing in behind Labour’s Kevin 
Price (25/1). UKIP’s Paul 
Bullen (50/1), and Green’s 
Julie Howell (100/1) in the 
line-up. 

The post was created as 
part of a landmark devolu¬ 
tion deal to see a new com¬ 
bined authority set up un¬ 
der an elected mayor. 

It will unlock £800 million 
of investment for the region, 
including £600 million for 
infrastructure improve¬ 


ments, £100 million for 
housing, and a further £70 
million for affordable hous¬ 
ing in Cambridge. 

Meanwhile a poll of nearly 
1,000 Cambridge News read¬ 
ers’ voting intentions re¬ 
veal ed a close run race for 
the mayor role among the 
region’s main political par¬ 
ties.

Stretham to see 
75 new homes 


THE second phase of a land¬ 
mark housing development 
in Stretham will be marked 
with a ground-breaking cer¬ 
emony next month. 

Housing Minister, Gavin 
Barwell, will launch the 
community housing scheme 
on May 11, as it moves into 
phase two of construction. 

Local MP Lucy Lrazer and 
mayoral candidate lames 
Palmer will also be in attend¬ 
ance as well as other local 
stakeholders and members 
of the Stretham & Wilburton 
Community Land Trust. 

Community Land Trust 
schemes (CLT) are initia¬ 
tives which aim to develop 
affordable housing and 
community assets on behalf 
of the neighbourhood in 
which they are built. 

This development will see 
23 of the 75 properties be¬ 
coming affordable homes, 
remaining under the control 
of Stretham village. 

The first 26 completions 
have already taken place in 
the 75-home scheme, with

at least 13 properties now 
sold and six owners already 
moved in. 

It is the second CLT 
scheme to be built in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, among 170 CLT 
sites across England and 
Wales. 

One new resident said: 
“This is a dream come true. 
My partner and I both grew 
up in Stretham and would 
like our young son to stay 
here, close to our family and 
our roots. 

“With house prices being 
what they are we were afraid 
this would become impos¬ 
sible. We are so pleased that 
finally we can feel settled 
in the village that we call 
home.” 

Local volunteers from 
Stretham & Wilburton Com¬ 
munity Land Trust have 
been working with the com¬ 
munity for the past five 
years to develop high-qual¬ 


ity housing that is genuinely 
affordable and reserved for 
local people on local wages. 

This year phase two will 
see 24 homes more homes 
built towards Manor Larm, 
and phase three will see 17 
new private homes and 8 
CLT homes. Once complete 
the scheme will also feature 
a village green, doctor’s sur¬ 
gery and business units. 

Simon Somerville-Large, 
MD at builders Laragh 
Homes said: “The CLT 
brings great benefits to the 
local community as they can 
prioritise those local people 
with a housing need. 

“They have a say on what 
they would like to be built 
and where, right from the 
beginning of the process.” 

Prices range from 
£295,000 to £459,995.

AS ELY nears another historic Eel 
Day on Saturday, the News looks 
back and some of the ‘eely good 
fun’ we’ve had since the first Eel 
Day took place on Saturday April 3, 
2004. 

Organised to celebrate the city’s 
long association with the humble 
eel, it’s main export for hundreds of 
years in medieval times, the event 
has developed into a weekend long 
event full of slithery goings on, 
which ‘nets’ thousands of visitors 
each year. 

Developing from a children’s pa¬ 
rade led by Babylon Arts in 2004, it 
has grown in stature, like a conga 
eel, to include a World Eel Throw¬ 
ing Competition, real eel admir¬ 
ing (courtesy of the Environment 
Agency), eel king and queen, town 
crier competition and if that wasn’t 
enough to wet your appetite, a high 
end food and drink festival. 

Councillor Richard Hobbs, chair¬ 
man of the commercial services 
committee at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council said: “This is easily 


one of the most popular and well- 
attended events in the Ely calendar 
and we are expecting crowds of visi¬ 
tors. 

“They will be able to enjoy a full 
programme of arena events includ¬ 
ing music, dancing, a living history 
enactment and a street food scene 
with more than 75 artisan and spe¬ 


cialist food and drink traders show¬ 
casing their wares.” 

This year the parade begins at 
10.30am from Cross Green with 
Ely’s Elbe the Eel, the festival’s 
fourth incarnation, leading a carni¬ 
val inspired procession along part 
of the City’s Eel Trail Heritage Walk 
followed by Ely’s Samba Band. 


She will slink her way down to the 
waterside and into Jubilee Gardens 
ahead of the throwing competi¬ 
tion, to try to beat the record of 17 
meters, in which absolutely no ani¬ 
mals are harmed. 

There will also be a full pro¬ 
gramme of arena events in Jubilee 
Gardens including folk music, eel 
themed pottery, dance and re-en¬ 
actments with lots of family partici¬ 
pation opportunities.

GPs to expand 
to meet demand 


PLANS have been submitted 
for a new medical facility in 
East Cambridgeshire. 

An application has been 
prepared for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
on behalf of Staploe Medi¬ 
cal Centre in Soham, which 
aims to move to the facility. 

The proposed scheme in 
the Eastern Gateway area 
hopes to deliver about 2,215 
square metres of floorspace, 
a pharmacy and a car park. 

The centre’s current, 70s, 
building in Brewhouse Lane 
is considered by the pro¬ 
vider as “a dated, low-qual¬ 
ity building” which “fails to 
meet the requirements of a 
modern healthcare centre”. 

In addition, the planned 
car park will include 101 
parking spaces, including 
six spaces for disabled driv¬ 
ers, a pick-up/drop-off area, 
and provision of secure staff 
and patient cycle spaces. 

A spokesman for property 
agency GVA, which submit¬ 
ted the application, said: 
“The health care will be op-

erated as a replacement fa¬ 
cility for the existing Staploe 
Medical Centre and phar¬ 
macy. 

“Staploe has considered 
various options for expan¬ 
sion of the existing building 
but the application site rep¬ 
resents an excellent oppor¬ 
tunity to deliver expanded 
and improved healthcare 
services to existing and fu¬ 
ture residents.” 

The practice was rated 
‘good’ across the board by 
the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion last year and currently 
houses 12 doctors, a lead 
nurse, one nurse practition¬ 
er, six practice nurses and 
five health care assistants. 

They provide care to 
around 20,600 patients and 
have seen their numbers 
increase over the years as 
Soham and surrounding vil¬ 
lages continue to expand. 

Writing in the practice 


news letter last year the 
practice stated that the pres¬ 
sure of the growing popula¬ 
tion necessitated a move. 

The bulletin read “Pres¬ 
sure at the surgery increases 
as Soham grows and, with 
substantial further devel¬ 
opment planned for the 
town, the time has come to 
re-develop the practice on a 
larger scale. 

“We are negotiating with 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council for land behind the 
surgery and with NHS Eng¬ 
land and Cambridgeshire 
CCG for support to develop 
a new, larger building. 

“Many hurdles lie in our 
way, but we need to press 
ahead to secure safe pri¬ 
mary care in Soham for the 
years ahead. If you would 
like to support us, please get 
involved in the PPG.”

Rise in use of 
antidepressants 


A STUDY into the prescrip¬ 
tion of antidepressants has 
revealed Cambridgeshire 
residents take more than 
the national average. 

The findings, revealed by 
analytic data provider EX- 
ASOL, drew on NHS data. It 
is the most in-depth analy¬ 
sis ever carried out into an¬ 
tidepressant prescribing in 
England. 

The figures were drawn 
from official data released 
by the Government’s NHS 
Digital platform, which 
shows every GP prescrip¬ 
tion dispensed at phar¬ 
macies across the country 
from August 2010 till De¬ 
cember 2016. 

The East of England re¬ 
gion saw 1.18 prescriptions 
per head in 2016, with sig¬ 
nificant variations between 
districts - from 0.65 in St 
Albans to 1.78 in Tendring, 
the highest prescription 
rate. 

Cambridgeshire saw a to¬ 
tal of 1.23 prescriptions per 
head in 2016, slightly high-

er than the average of 1.16 
across England as a whole. 

Fenland was the most “de¬ 
pressed” district, with 1.68 
antidepressant prescrip¬ 
tions per head, followed by 
Huntingdonshire with 1.35, 
East Cambridgeshire with 
1.27, Peterborough with 
1.16, South Cambridgesh¬ 
ire with 1.07 and “least de¬ 
pressed” Cambridge with 
0.88 per head. 

Nationally, antidepres¬ 
sant use has surged seven 
fold to over 64 million pre¬ 
scriptions in 2016, com¬ 
pared to just 9 million in 
1991. 

EXASOL chief marketing 
officer Sean fackson said: 
“When analysing the data, 
we can see that the pre-

scribing of antidepressants 
has increased by a large 
amount in recent years. 

“However, this is only 
one part of the story. When 
we delve deeper, we find 
that the data can uncover 
further information such 
as geographic differences 
across the country.

It's time to 
dream about the 
summer ahead 
and how we'd like 
our gardens to be. 

The life and soul 
of a garden in 
Britain is colour - 
we marvel at it 
wherever we see it. 

The art involved 
in renowned 
colourful gardens 
is about the 
combination of 
plants - how they 
move together and 
react with each 
other through the 
seasons.

However, there's no great mystery to 
achieving a wonderful display, and 
there are a group of dependable 
herbaceous perennials that like our 
islands and thrive through the 
gardening months. If you're a fan of 
colour, here's my list of fail-safe hardy 
perennials -1 call them my store 
cupboard essentials. 

■ Achillea - A really old-fashioned 
plant in my eyes and utterly 
reliable. The florets of achillea look 
a little bit like the flattened head of 
a cauliflower. 

They are long-flowering - choose 
from zingy yellow'Moonshine' or 
rosy pink 'Lilac Beauty! 

They can be lifted and divided in 
spring, so if you buy one in a pot 
now, you could divide it up into 
smaller plants. Best in full sunshine. 

■ Alchemilla - One of the plants 
that defines a British garden. I 
can't imagine seeing a house in the 


Cotswolds or an 
arts and craft 
creation anywhere 
without its stone 
pathways being 
framed by drifts of alchemilla mollis. 

They flop about with bright green 
leaves and sulphur flowers, seeding 
themselves in every crack and crevice. 

They frame the rest of the planting 
beautifully and their texture is so furry 
that after rain or even a heavy dew, 
droplets form like glass beads along 
the foliage. 

■ Hardy geraniums - Possibly the 

j rv-s '■ .«! a 


handiest of all the perennials. They 
creep along the ground, do well in 
open sun or dappled shade and don't 
seem to mind if the soil gets a bit dry. 

They produce a carpet of foliage 
and wonderful long-lasting flowers 
which can be small and dainty or full 
of drama. In no time at all, they'll be 
doing the job of suppressing weeds 
while providing enjoyment for you. 

■ Rudbeckias - These like to stand 
up tall and be seen, so they are the 
perfect perennial to attract attention 
from any distance. 

They are a striking plant - dark 



centres framed by ruffles of yellow 
petals. These delightful coneflowers 
will provide interest towards the end 
of the summer and into autumn. 

■ Sedums - These are great because 
they refresh your garden at the end of 
the summer when things are looking 
a bit worn out. In late summer, those 
exotic fleshy-looking plants all of a 
sudden begin to colour up and in no 
time at all butterflies are dancing 
along their deep ruby tapestry of 
flowers. 

■ Salvia nemerosa - A wonderful 
plant which gives so much. If you've 
a sunny place and even just OK soil, 
drifts of salvia throughout your 
planting scheme will have the same 
effect as Elizabeth Taylor's eyes did 
on her male admirers. 

The pools of blue flowers atop 
aromatic foliage are so deep that they 
have an intoxicating beauty. To keep 
the show going, dead-head spikes of 
flowers as they go over. 

■ Penstemon -1 was never wholly 
convinced by penstemon. I like them 
in beautiful English flower gardens, 
but I have childhood memories of 


having to weed a rockery which was 
packed solely with this species, 
which turned me off. 

Then I used Penstemon 'Garnet' in 
my garden at the Chelsea Flower 
Show last year and was hooked. Lots 
of foxglove-like flowers that keep on 
going till autumn. Leave their foliage 
on over winter to protect them in 
colder areas. 

■ Verbena - Every so often this 
common perennial becomes the star 
plant at flower shows. Drifts of its 
mauve flowers, set on elongated 
stems, dance with perennials and 
grasses. It looks exotic and 
challenging, but it couldn't be easier 
to grow and will self-seed happily in 
the most unpromising of soils. 

It's not only truly dramatic in 
borders, but as a specimen in a pot, 
it's hard to beat through mid-summer. 

■ Aquilegias or columbines - These 
add a touch of cottage garden colour 
and informality with pretty foliage 
and even prettier bonnets of colours. 

To bring a smartie-like mix to your 
plantations, merge in a variety of 
cultivars. 



YOUR JOBS FOR THIS WEEK 


■ You can plant summer 
flowering bulbs, corms 
and tubers such as lilies, 
cannas, ranunculus and 
gladioli into pots or 
directly into the ground. 

■ Place cardboard collars 
around brassica 
vegetables such as 
cabbages and broccoli to 
prevent cabbage root fly 
laying eggs. 

■ In the greenhouse, sow 
seeds of courgette, 


marrow, pumpkin, 
aubergine, sweet pepper 
and sweetcorn. 

■ It's a good idea to get 
any supporting stakes or 
hoops in the ground now 
to allow foliage to grow 
up and blend them into 
the garden. 

■ If the ground feels 
warm enough, you could 
sow directly annual 
seeds such as nigella and 
larkspur. 


■ Plant up hanging 
baskets with summer 
bedding but don't put 
outside just yet. 

■ Fruit trees are starting 
to blossom but frost may 
still damage so cover 
blossom where possible 
eg. wall-trained fruit if 
frost is forecast. You can 
help nature along in 
nectarines and peaches 
by hand pollinating to 
ensure better crops this 
summer.

Q This may sound silly 
but some bulbs I've 
bought over time have no 
top or bottom, if you 
know what I mean. 

So you don't know if 
you've planted it the right 
way up. 

Does the plant still 
grow the right way or will 
I be waiting for 
something that won't 
appear? 

If they have no roots, 
like dahlias, either way up 
looks right. 

Anemones are another 
and I've just planted 
begonias maybe upside 



down again. Should I wait 
a while then maybe 
re-plant them the other 
way up?

A lt can be difficult 
sometimes to know 


which side is up, especially 
with anemones which 
look like gnarly roots. 

Begonias are best 
planted with their hollow 
side up but if you haven't 
done this, I wouldn't dig 
them up. 

The growing tip of bulbs 
and tubers will seek the 
light and find their way up 
through the soil, unless 
you have planted them 
deeply. 

If you can't figure out 
which is top and bottom, 
hedge your bets and plant 
on its side!

PLANT OF THE WEEK 


FAIRY MAGNOLIA 

This is a very floriferous 
evergreen shrub. 

Unlike many magnolias 
that flower on the tip of 
the stem, this hybrid has 
buds between each leaf 
junction, which means 
the bushier the plant, the 
more flowers. 

It's compact, growing 


to a height of nine to 12 
feet over seven years, so 
it's perfect as an 
informal hedge. 

The scented flowers 
come in pale pink blush, 
cream or white. 

Plant in rich organic 
soil, preferably slightly 
acidic, and keep moist in 
the summer.

Get a Grandland view 


T HIS is the first sight of Vauxhall's all-new 
Grandland X SUV, the third member 
of its 'X' family, which will make its 
public debut at the Frankfurt Motor Show in 
September and go on sale early next year. 

It comes with a sporty design and off-road 
looks and has elevated seating for five people, 
generous luggage space, good all-round 
visibility and a raft of safety technologies. 

At 4.48 metres long, it will be the largest 
SUV in Vauxhall's range, offering even more 
cabin space than the existing Mokka X and 
Crossland X. 

The Grandland X will come with a selection 
of driving assistance and comfort features 
including adaptive cruise control with 
pedestrian detection, automatic emergency 


braking, driver drowsiness alert and advanced 
park assist. 

Inside it will feature premium ergonomic 
front seats, heated steering wheel, heated front 
and rear seats and smart tailgate that opens 
with a kick. 

Grandland X drivers will have the use of 
the latest generation of IntelliLink systems and 
the personal connectivity and service assistant 
Vauxhall OnStar, which now includes new 
services such as hotel booking and parking 
space search. 

Smartphones can be integrated to the 
infotainment system and charged via inductive 
charging on handsets with this function. 

Vauxhall says the new SUV will be able 
to provide safe driving fun on every surface, 


thanks to the optional electronic grip control 
that ensures traction in diverse driving 
situations. 

The driver has a choice of five driving modes, 
for each one the system adapts the torque 
distribution to the front wheels, allows wheel- 
spin if necessary, and, with the automatic 
transmission, adjusts shift points as well as 
throttle response. This ensures traction and 
stable handling regardless of the road surface. 

With its long wheelbase of 2,675mm it will 
offer plenty of space for up to five people while 
the boot (with a load volume from 514 litres 
to a maximum of 1,652 litres) offering plenty 
room for luggage and sport equipment. 

Prices and performance details are still to be 
announced. 


Exhibition charts 50 years of Range Rover 


LAND Rover has opened a time-travelling 
exhibition to mark the 50th birthday of the car 
which gave birth to the SUV - the Range Rover. 

Prototypes of the car, which went on to 
spawn scores of imitators and culminated in 
huge demand for SUVs in all their shapes and 
forms, were first developed in 1967. 

To mark the occasion Land Rover has 
opened 'The Range Rover Story' - a visitor 
attraction at the heart of its Solihull factory 
charting the Range Rover's birth, development 
and evolution. 

The interactive exhibition is expected to 
attract up to 45,000 visitors over the next three 
years. It follows on from a similar attraction 
celebrating the history of the iconic Land Rover 
Defender, production of which came to an end 
in Solihull last year after almost 70 years. 

The prevailing theme of the new exhibition 
is Velar - with the name being crucial at the 
dawn of the Range Rover and again in the 21st 
century. 

The 1967 Range Rover prototypes were 
codenamed Velar - meaning to veil or cover 
- a fine example of industrial subterfuge to 
conceal what the company was really up to. 

Special Velar badges were even created for 
the prototype vehicles to put any would-be 
spies off the scent. 

Now things have come full circle with the 
Velar name revived for Land Rover's newest 
vehicle - the stunning Range Rover Velar - 
which is already rolling off the Lode Lane 
production line. 

The brief to develop the Range Rover came

in response to American demand for a vehicle 
with the capabilities of a Land Rover but with 
more creature comforts. 

Ironically, although Range Rover production 
proper started in 1970 the car wasn't sold in 
the US until 1987. 

Initially the Range Rover was not the luxury 
SUV it has come to be, though the choice of 
coil rather than leaf springs gave it a suspension 
system that was far more comfortable on-road 
than the more agricultural Land Rover. 

It also benefited from an aluminium V8 
engine the Rover Car Company conveniently 
acquired at the time. 

Roger Crathorne, who started working as a 
technical assistant on the Velar team in 1967 
and helped create the exhibition, said creating 


the ultimate luxury SUV was not the original 
intention. 

"It was not originally intended as a luxury 
vehicle but an extension of the Land Rover 
range offering better on-road dynamics," he 
added. 

"It wasn't until '72/73 it started to become 
more of a luxury vehicle. We did more 
and more over time and it has become the 
wonderful luxury vehicle we drive today." 

The Range Rover Story exhibition starts with 
visitors looking at giant images capturing life in 
1967 and the musical sounds of the era. 

They then move into a number of different 
rooms, the first of which features a cutaway 
of an early model detailing elements of its 
engineering. 

Next up is a mock-up of the original design 
studio with a full-size replica of the original 
Range Rover clay model, lovingly created by 
the current Land Rover design team in Gaydon. 

There are also original sketches created back 
in the 1960s. 

There's also a wonderfully restored original 
model in absolutely pristine condition, a 
room which celebrates famous Range Rover 
partnerships with the likes of the magazine 
Vogue, the gun maker Holland & Holland and 
even the Royal Family. 

The attraction also looks at how the Range 
Rover evolved and how the model range 
expanded. It culminates in a dramatic unveiling 
of the Range Rover Velar, Land Rover's newest 
vehicle which sits between the Evoque and the 
Range Rover Sport models.

Walter’s goal is in vain as
